BELLEVILLE FAVOURED AS THE SITE, 


Last night the Joint Committee of the 
Town. Council.and. Board of ‘Trade; con- 
sisting of Mousrs. Jno, Fahey, W. Suther- 
land, N. B, Falkiner,W. A. Foster, Thomas 
Holdon, E. W. Holton, and Thomas Kelso, 
together with Jas, Brown, Esq., M. P., 
and other gentlemen who haye evinced an 
earnest interest in the matter, received 
Mr. Brydges, the Managing Director of 
the Grand Trunk Railway, on his arrival 
here last evening per express from the 
east, and at w later hour had a lengthy in- 
torview with the railway authorities at the 
Dafoe House respecting the establishment 
in Belleville of the~ extensive workshops 
which the Company proposo building dur- 
ing the present and current yoar, ‘The 
Tocal Committee, who haye given the sub- 
ject the closest and fullest consideration, 
laid tho result of their deliberations before 
Mr. Brydges. Awan inducement for the 
selection of Belleville as the site for 
the contemplated improvements. The 
Committee intimated that, ff favorable 
in other ‘respects, and the schénte should 
meet the approval of the Railway, Com- 
pany, that they could safely promise them 
a bonus of $50,000, anbject to the appro- 
bation of the Town Council who will be re- 
quired’ to pass a by-law to that effect 
logalising the same. Mr’ Brydyes did not 
seem to like the proposition at first ; but

One of theso days I am going to send 
some sparrows to Belleville, for really they 
are getting so numerous.with us that a few 
can be easily spared, ‘Ten years ago our 
trees, in the parks and on the streets, were 
literally eaten up;by worms, Every pos- 
sible device was tried to stop the nuisance, 
and some methods were so effectual. that 


Wood has accepted the office of Chief i eit, Se

trees as well. Finally somebody who knew 
what he was about:suggested the European 
sparrows, andthe Gentral Park Ovmmis- 
sioners immediately sent over for some, 
They received one hundred pairs, and dis« 
tributed the little feathered emigrants 
among the different enclosures for trees, 
THe next suinmer the’ worms had a hard 
time of it, and when more reinforcements 
artiyed, thé war commenced in earnest. 
From three hundred pair that orossed» the 
sea we haye now untold thousatds,” for 
each pair bring forth four broods in asingle 
summer, and the first brood build nests and 
increase the stock the summer they aro 
Natched. Central Park is full, and not 
a house-yard is without at least’ a pair, 
these sparrows haye.driven away the worms, 
at least they ate them all up, but not 
content with that they drive:away the wild 
birds, so’ that they are not an unmixed 
blessing. I svppose the time will come 
when we will copy a law from Germany and 
call upon eyery householder to furnish so 
many sparrow bills every year, From New 
York the sparrows have invaded Brooklyn, 
marched over to Jersey City, atid wentinto 
the bowels of the land as far as Philadel 
phia, all of their own acoord. Uhicago, Bal 
timore, Washington and other ¢itieés have 
received cages full, and are being rapidly 
overrun, I haye studied the subject a 
good deal, and I am satisfied that, these 
sparrows will provéan unmitigated nuisance 
in timo, This winter hasbeen a puzzle to 
them, fora pair in my yard haye been build- 
ing o nest over since tho firat snow melted, 
and thoy are at it yet.

Tho chief interest in Spain now contres 
round Bilboa, which is being actively bom 
bardéd by the Carlists, who are said to bo 
throwing two hundred shells into tho city 
daily, and are so confident of taking it that 
it is reported they have.made arrangements 
to have Don Carlos crowned King of Spain, 
in its Cathedral at an enrly day. Hitherto 
the efforts of the national forces to relieve 
the city have failed, though, judging by tho 
reports of the fighting» they havo tried 
hard, It js now stated that the great 
body of the Spanish nation that snpport 
the present administration at Madrid havo 
become aroused to tho necossity of helping 
by all means to crush the Carliats, and cons 
tributions of money and moral and mas 
torial support are boing made and promis 
od. Bilboa is the chiof port of tho north 
of Spain, aud is situated on the River Nore 
yiun, six miles from tho mouth at Porcugs- 
leto, a place which was retaken from the 
Carlists lately. Itis the capital of the 
Province of Biscay, and is surrounded by 
lofty mountains, among which the Carlists, 
doubtless, hold very strong positions, mak» 
ing it dificult for the national forces to 
attack thom. The town, which is well 
built, has a population of somewhere about 
12,000, with considerable manufacturer, 
and iron and copper minos in tho vicinity.

Mr. Langmuir, the Inspector of Prison 
and Asylums, in his annnal reports, has 
frequently complained of the want of a 
system in apportioning the grants of pabx 
lic moneys to charitable institutions i 4 
of the unequal haphazard mode of di 
bution now in yogue. It appears that it is 
the intention of the Government to pnt s 
end to this capricious ins tliolg of distribu 
ing charitable grants, the PrdVincial Secre- 
tary, Mr, Fraser, having introdueed certain — 
resolutions oa the subject to the Ontario 
Legislature which we give below. Schedule 
A includes hospitals, Schedule B comprises

A new Substitute for Coal. 


_ The French newspapers are talking about 
the discovery by a Belgian peasant that 
earth, coal, and soda mixed together, would 
burn as well and better than any other com- 
bustible. The way in which he-found this 
out is curious: He had been scraping the 


floor of his cellar with a shovel in order to Win UW) aPC _U_ys. 


bring all the bits of coal lying about into a 
heap, which mixed as it was with earth and 
other impurities, he put il into his stove. 


_. To his astonishment, he found that this ac 


cidental compound burnt better instead of 
worse than he expected, and emitted great« 
er heat, Being an intelligent man, he en- 
deayored to discover the cause, and discov: 
ered that a good deal of soda, probably the 
remnant of the last wash, lay about the floor 
of the cellar, and that some of it must have 
got into his heap. He then made a few ex: 
periments, and at length improved his 
compound sufficiently to render it practical, 
The publicity given in Belgium to this dis 
covery caused trials to be made everywhere, 
and it has now been‘ascertained that three 
parts of earth and onc of coal-dust, watered 
with a concentrated solution of soda, will 
burn well and emit great heat. Many 
Parisian papers talked of it, but only one, 
the Moniteur, went so far as to make the 
experiment at its printing office. A cercain 
quantity of triable ond slightly sandy earth 
was mixed with the quantum of conl-dast 
prescribed ; the two iugredients were well 
incorporated other

ELEOTED SPHAKER., 

Ottawa, March 26.—The House met at 
S.p.m. The Governor-General arrived in 
state shortly afterwards, escorted by utroop 
of volunteer cavalry, and was received by 
a guard of honor of Garrison Artillery and 
salutes from the guns of the Field Battery. 
On taking his seat on tho Throne the Com- 
mons were summoned to the Bar of the 
House and directed to elect a Speaker, after 
which the Governor-General departed amid 
tho usual salutes and chocring. 

On returaing to the House Hon, Mr, 
Mackenzie proposed the Hon. F. W. Anglin 
for Speaker, in complimentary terms, and 
was seconded in French by the Hon. Mr, 
Dorion, Tho niotion being carried without 
dissent, Mr, Anglin was conducted to the 
chair by the proposer and seconder, and in 
taking his seat thanked the House for the 
high gompliment paid him, and assured it 
of his desire and intention to administer 
his new duties with the utmost impartiality 
and according to the rules and precedents 
of Parliament. Sir John Macdonald con. 
gratulated Mr. Anglin on his election to the 
Speakership. He had been under the im: 
pression till recently that it was the inten:

Speech from the Throne, 


(Speclal to the Oxranto,) 

After tho usual formalities of tho moot- 
ing of tho House of Commons to day, His 
Excolloncy the Governor Gouneral delivered 
the following speech : 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate : 

Gentlemen of the Hote of Commons : 

1 have convoked Parliament at the 
oarliost moment consistont with tho delay 
entailed by the revent dissolution, 

Your attvution will beinvited during the 
present Session to measures having re: 
to the representation of the 
people in Parlisinent embracing the system 
now prevailing in Great Britain and in most 
other countries enjoying constitutional Goy- 
ernment, of taking votes by ballot, and to 
the establishmont of a general Court of Ap. 
peal. 

Measures will also be submitted to you 
for the amendment of tho laws, relating to 
Oontroverted elections, the militia and in- 
solvency. 

The enactment of 1872 respecting the 
Canadian Pacific Railway having failed to 
socure the prosecution of this great enter- 
prise, you will be called upon to consider 
what plan will be best and most speedily 
provide the means of transcontinental com- 
munication with British Columbia, 

A report of tho chief engineer will be 
laid before you, showing what progross was 
made during the past year in the suryoy’s 
connected with the proposed line, The de- 
struction of the railway offices by fire in- 
volved a serious loss of maps, plans and 
papers, the possession of which would have 
made the report more complete. 

Tho canal and harbour improvements ure 
being vigorously prosecuted with a view to 
ensure adequate accommodation fur the ra.
